Efforts of the commission to obtain 
a loan with which to operate the coun- 
ty government until tax money begins 
to come in during’ Octobér have been 
unsuccessful, thereby leaving the 
county in the predicament of having 
to meet past-due obligations amount- 
ing to $1,500,000 with only $150,000 
on hand, Mr. Inman said. 

A meeting of the county commission 
to further discuss the proposed loan 
has been called for 2:30 o'clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon of next week. Mr. 
Inman said that he is of the opinion 
that it will be some time before the 
county is successful in its efforts to 


borrow money, as the money situation 
at present is very unsettled, and that 
money sources interviewed thus. far 
have turned a deaf ear tu the coun- 
ty's pleas. , 

Funds are Refused. 

Inman said that he had 
informed that morning dur- 
a conference with clearing house 
jel thet it was not. inter- 
esfed in furnishing -the- county with 
any further funds, and that.it objected 
te use of tax money for anything ex- 
cept clearing up the county's existing 
debts. 

The county's policy of  retrench- 
ment, put into effect at the first of 
the year, when meetings of the public 
works committee were discontinued 
owing ts the county's inability to fi- 
nance road work, was reiterated at 
Wednesday's session.

AT TUSKEGEE INSTITUTE 


Tuskegee Institute, Ala., April 3.— 
Dr. Russell H. Oppenheimer, dean : of 
the school of medicine, Emory univer- 
sity, Atlanta, will address the eight- 
eenth annual clinic of Tuskegee insti- 
tute, which will be held in the insti- 
tute hospital here during the week of 
April 7. Dr. Oppenheimer will speak 
on “Cancer and Public Health Prob- 
lems Affecting the Negro.’ Dr. J. L. 
Campbell, also of the Emory medical 
school, will read a paper on the “Can- 
cer Problem as Related to the Neg,ro.” 
Other -Atlanta medical men who will 
attend the clinic include Doctors [’. 
M. Holmes, George Howell, Raymond 
H. Carter, Charies Johnson, Marion 
C, Pruitt and C. Wayman Reeves. 

The clinic annually brings to needy 
sufferers of this district expert medi- 
cal and surgical attention which in 
many cases they would otherwise be 
unable to get.

WETS GAIN VICTORY 
IN WISCONSIN VOTE 


Leg-slature Will Be Asked 
To Repeal Dry. Laws 
of State. 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 3.—(#)— 
With -the -wet victory in yesterday's 
Wisconsin dry enforcement referen- 
dum showing a margin of more than 
125,000 votes. dry leaders tonight 
marshalled their forces for an attempt 
to annul the result in the state legis- 
lature. : 

Returns from 1,915 precincts out of 
the state's 2.771 showed 185,790 bal- 
lots favoring repeal of the state prohi- 
bition act and 135,634 against. ‘Re- 
sults of 1,732 precinets on the beer 
legalization showed 205,665 for and 
120.446 against. . 

They pointed out the -referendam 
will have neo effect in changing the 
‘nituation in Wisconsin unless the leg- 
isluture acts favorably on bills de- 
signed to carry out the mandate. Bills 
to repeal the state enforcement act 
and remove the penalty for possession 
of home brew have been introduced 
in the legislature now in session by 
State Senator Thomas M. Duncan, 
Milwaukee socialist, sponsor of the 
referendum. 

Stiff Fight Seen. 

As the scene of the battle shifted 
from the polling place to the state 
capitol there were expressions from 
both wet at drys presaging a stiff 
fight over repeal of the enforcement 
act. 

Senator Duncan observed that the 
vote was “a tremendous victory for 
the wets, which he said must be fol- 
lowed up by Iegislative action.” The 
Rev. Warren B. Brown, dry leader.

1 wish you would fcllow out this line of thpught for your own conclu- 
sions, so as to see whether or not you concur with me in this premise.

Pop Warner uSed to say that his Indians were almost unbeatable on a 
clear, dry day, with a dry field, where they were far below form in the 
rain or upon a muddy field. The Indian is supposed to be a phlegmatic 
type, but he was keen enough about his sport. Just what part weather 
conditions play in regard to nervous systems is a matter I have never 
heard discussed before. It will be interesting to see just how it 
works out. : 


Any number have asked how it is that a young golfer such as Horton 
Smith could develop a swing that is proof against stateness. 

Here again you have the triumph of form, whi¢h-is so often derided.. 
Form is the short cut to the easiest and simplest method. It calls for 
less effort, for less exertion and for less strain, physical or mental. Play 
golf badly and you are often worn out at the ninth hole. Play well and 
you feel no sense of weariness after thirty-six holes. Any fault leads to 
tension, which in turn leads to nerve weariness, and béyond that leads 
on to staleness.

TOM THEVENOW 
HAS OPERATION 


Phils Star To Be Out Six 
to Eight Weeks Follow- 
ng Accident. 


Lakeland, Fla., April 3.—(@)— 
Tommy Thevenow, shortstep- for the 
Philadelphia Nationals, who was 
seriously injured last night .when his 
automobile overturned in a ditch near 
here, today underwent an operation 
on his jaw and nose, which were 
broken in the accident. 

Dr. H. N. Richards, who performed 
the operation, said Thevenow would 


recover, but would: make no predic- 
tion as to how long the player would 
be out of the game. He said the short- 
stop might not be able to play again 
this year. 

a Face Split. 

“Thevenow's face not only was 
split from one side to the other in the 
accident,” said Dr. Richards, “but it 
also was badly mashed. His upper jaw 
and nose were loose and it was neces- 
sary to wire them back in place with 
silver wire. . We are doing all we can 
to prevent disfigurement. 

“Possible infection is our biggest 
worry right now. His face is so badly 
mashed and so many little bones are 
broken, that there is danger of in- 
fection during the healing stage. The 
injuries are so close to the brain too.” 

Dr. Richards said there had been no 
concussion of the brain, but that he 
considered it a miracle that Theve- 
now's neck was not broken. 


Out Long Time. 


It probably will be six or eight 
weeks, the physician said, before the 
player can eat solid foods. He de- 
clared, however. that he would “make 
no idle speculation as to when Theve- 
now could return to the game.”

Meters and other stocks lead- 
ers open higher, continue 
strong and active for while 
but turn soft in closing. 


New York. April 3.—Steel common, 
General Motors and a number of other 
stock market leaders opened higher 
thi:. morning and continued strong 
and active for a short time. Long 
before the end of the first hour the 
market as a whole turned soft. Dur- 
ing the day there were recoveries but 
each upturn was followed by resumed 
selling. There was some recovery ip 
the last 20 minutes when call money 
at 3:40 dropped to 8 per cent, 

While call money opened at 10 per 
cent against 12 yesterday the banks 
here early in the day started to call 
loans, $35,000,000 being called to 
noon. This increased the nervousness 
of stock traders. 


Another stock market factor was 
the continued meetings of the fed- 
eral reserve board at Washington 
and those of the governors of the 12 
federa) reserve bauks with a joint 


‘meeting held today. 


More interest was displayed today 
in tomorrow's regular weekly meeting 
of the New York federal reserve bank 
directors than in § many weeks. 
Une reason for this was the state- 
ment made early in the week by Presi- 
dent Mitchell of the National City 
bank, strongly recommending an ad- 
yance to G per cent in the rediscount 
rate. Mitchell is a director of the 
New York Federal Reserve bank and 
as president of the National City, 
the country’s largest baak. naturally 
is influential in the meetings of the 
directors of the federal reserve bank. 
The increase of $125,000,000 reported 
by the New York Stock Exchange in 
brokers’ loans for the month of March 
made many traders believe that the 
rediscount rate would be advanced to- 
morrow. 


Pays Off Leans. 


In usually well-informed Wall 
Street circles the heavy calling of 
loans today by banks here Was be- 
lieved to be for the purpose of paying 
off loans made by member banks. at 
the federal reserve in connection with 
the heavy April 1 money market re- 
quirements. 


Express stocks took the place of 
the oils as market leaders. American 
Railway Expres«x shares were up sev- 
eral points. American Express ad- 
vanced 34 points while Adams jumped 
5O points in the early trading on top 
of yesterdays gain of 35 points. 

Informed Wall Street believes that 
traders in the stock market were un- 
necessarily frightened over the action 
of President Hoover and Attorney- 
General Mitchell on the oil curtail- 
ment plan. In such quarters the be- 
lief was expressed today that fright- 
ened traders in stocks did not under-

stand the existing situation and hence 
jum at false conclusions. 

The American Petroleum Institute, 
which is behind the oil curtailment

Easy Money. 

Today's renewal rate of 10 per cent 
for call money compares with 12 per 
cent yesterday and 15 per cent last 
week at the poifit of greatest money . 
strain. and) Wall Street says the drop 
from 15 to 10 is easy money. 

A renewal of 15 per cent had not 
been witnessed since the worst dars 
of the 1920 inflation period. Until 
recently the same is also true of a 
10 per cent renewal rate. One day 
last week trading on the New York 
Stock Exchange touched 8,250,000 
shares, trading this week drops below 
4,000,000 . shares and Wall Street 
calls it a quiet day. Until last year 
there had been only eleven days in 
the history of the New York Stock 
Exchange when trading reached 3,000.- 
vOO shares a day, some of these eleven 
days separated by as much as ten and 
even fifteen years. 

When a renewal rate of 10 per cent. 
for call loans is referred to as easy — 
money and a 3,700,000 day on the 
New York Stock Exchange is called a 
quiet day. it is not surprising that 
some peuple in and out of Wall Street 
are saying today that old rules of 
finance and economics are only goul 
for the scrap pile. That viewpoint bas 
been held during other inflation pe- 
riods, but each of such periods -has 
ended with the old financial and eco- 
nomic sules back at work.

tion of the policy of the federal re- |: 


erve system with reference to the! 
use of credit for speculative purposes. 
Like 12 solemn aphinxes§ these 


uguat financiers meet in secret ses- | 


sion, issue no public statement and de- 
‘line to be interviewed, although they 
are admittedly dealing with matters 
af the greatest public interest. 
decisiona may easily affect the finan- 
cial future of every business man in 
the United States, but their proceed- 
ings are more completely private than 
those of any exclusive club or cor- 
poration. 

This policy of secrecy has become 
increasingly characteristic of those 
vonnected with the federal reserve sys- 
tem. during recent weeks. This applies 
net only to the reserve board in 
Warhington. but also to the mertings 
of the directors of the reserve banks 
in New York, Chicago and other fi- 
nancial centers, In fact, extraordinary 
pains appear to hare heen taken to 
shroud all proceedings and activities 
of this great financial machine with 
nn air of mystery. 

Attendance Unknown. 

For example, when the = reserve 
ward met on February 6 and issued 
is sensational proclamation on eK- 
‘esnive speculation, if was for a time 
impossible to ascertain whether or not 
Secretary Mellon had attended the 
meeting of the board, of which he is 
s-officio chairman. When the _ cor- 
respondent of the New York Evening 
World asked whether all members of 
the board were present when the re- 
port was adopted, he was at first told 
hat all were in attendance except the 
comptroller of the curreney. A few 
ninutes later an employe of the board 
niled to aay that this statement was 
unauthorized and that the only in- 
formation which could be officially 
tiven out was the statement that a 
egal quorum was present when the 
‘eport was adopted. When asked the 
specific qifestion whether Secretary 
Melion was in attendance at the meet- 
ng he declined to answer, 

This air of unnecessary mystery has 
nereased rather than diminished dur-
